NOMINATED BY NEW YORK 


DEMOCRATS FOR GOVERNOR 


Rochester, N. Y., Sept 16.—Shortly 


after 11 o'clock today the Democratic 
State convention -was called to order 
and work of the permanent organiza- 
tion was completed. Alton B. Parker 
was chosen permanent chairman. Mr. 
Parker said in part: 


Rendered insensate by tne exercise 


of 
power, Republican 
legislatures, 


both state and federal, have riotous- 
ly wasted the people's money. 


Since Mr. Roosevelt became Presi- 


dent the country has been burdened 
by an additional of over 99,000 feder-

Charles Evans Hughes of

York City was nominated by the Re-

He re- 
ceived 827 out of a iwssible 1009, as 
against ISl^for James W. Wadsworth, 
Jr, of Livingston county, speaker of 
the state assembly, and 31 for former 
Congressman John K 
Stewart of 


Montgomery 


The nomination was made unani- 


mous upon motion of State Commit- 
;eeman William Barnes, Jr, of Al- 
bany, who- has heen perhaps, 
the 


bitterest and most outspoken oppo- 
nent of the governor's renomination 


The governor's renomination fol- 


lowed the utter failure of a desperate 
struggle on the part of a number of 
the county leaders to discover a can- 
didate upon whom they could unite to 
defeat him. 


It was the 183 votes of all but one 


district cf New York county that car- 
ried the governor's total beyond 505, 
a majority of the convention required 
to nominate. 


The nine votes of Nassau 
county 


had brought the Hughes total to 395. 
Amid a .breathless hush, in which was 
incarnate all the intensity of bitter- 
ness and suspense which up to that 
moment had characterized the stiug- 
gle to prevent the renomination of 
Hughes, the secretary of the conven- 
tion called "New York." 


Herbert Parsons president of the 


New York county Republican general 
committee, rose in his place and said: 


"New York county, second assem- 


bly district, gives 4 for Wadsworth; 
the balance of the county, 183. * for 
Charles Evans Hughes." 


This brought the Hughes total to 


578.

life have been simple pooJne«s. mod- 
esty and charity. In his > ounjvr tUn ^ 
he often went hungry in order that he 
might give to others. Since master of 
the Vatican he has shocked the at- 
tendants .by his unostentatious man- 
ners and the cheerful way iu v\ Inch he 
disregards outworn forms. Tor hun- 
dreds of years no pope would allow 
any one else to eat with h'm. but this 
pope eats with his secretaries or any 
one else that pleases him. It has also 
been an immemorial custom for no uue 
to sit in the presence of the holy father 
except a cardinal, but Pius X. ha<? his 


tiou to the chair of St. Peter that when 
he went to the meeting of cardinals 
which was to choose a successor to 
Leo XIII. he bought a return ticket. 


There v\ ere many ambitious men ol 


long experience as diplomats and poll 
ticians iu the holy see. and yet the 
choice went by( all these sagacious ant 
self seeking ones to light on the hum- 
ble Venetian cardinal, who was not a 
candidate, who had seldom been in 
Rome, who hail never meddled in poli- 
tics and, whose chief concerns were 
charity. spirituali*v, the care of the 
poor and plain, unadorned goodness. 
When ihe balloting showed that Car- 
dinal Sarto was liable tc be the choice 
he nearly fainted, and it was only by 
the repeated urging of his brother car- 
dinals that he was at last induced to 
accept. He had loved Venice and his 
native people. He took long walks and 
was something of an athlete and moun-

Observ- 
ing their reluctance, he said brusquely, 
but not unkindly: 


"You 
do not. I suppose, expect me 


to draw your chairs forward for you?" 


Iu his youth Giuseppe Sarto was 


called by the affectionate diminutive 
"Beppo."' a name that bis family gives 
him to this day. "When in school Bep- 
po found an old 'friend bedridden ami 
in danger of starvation through pover- 
ty.
